Construction began Jan. 4, 1923, 
with the filing of articles of 
incorporation. At that time, the 
company was capitalized for is 
million. A year later, this capital- 
ization was increased to $2 million. 


A sawmill unit was the first part 
of the: plant to be completed and 
began operation Oct. 23, 1923. The 
complex is located on the river just 
downstream from the Interstate 
Bridge. .

EPILOGUE — Columbia River 
Paper ran under its original name 
until the 1960s, when it was 
purdhased by Boisg Cascade. 
Today, the mill at 907 W. Seventh 
St. employs about 450 workers and 
produces more, than 300 tons of 
business papers each day. Its 
payroll is’ about $15 million per 
year and about. $30 million in 
capital improvements are being 
made during the 1988-89 biennium.
